compelled to beat a general retreat in 
order to save (heir prestige. 


In spite of the herculean efforts or 


the- local chiefs to cliecr on their fol- 
lowers, they have, not produced any 
extension of the strike.

He 
spoke with the authority of one who 
fully grasps Hie situation and yet no 
stain of selfishness rests npou him, 
for he is not directly or indirectly in- 
terested in the production of sugar. 
His utterances were those of a man 
whose patriotic feeling insists that 
the first duty of this government is 
the protection, of its owa people. 


"I have been a republican all my

I insist that the benefits of this pol- 
icy should not be curtailed in' the 
least degree.

Icy, murderer, -hanged Friday at. the 
county jail in Jersey City, save proof 
that for many seconds after the fall 
of the sallow's trap he was not only 
alive, bnf. conscious. 


With the agony of death upon him, 


the poor wretch, steadfast to a pur- 
pose announced hours before his ex- 
ecution, signaled his condition with 
amazing clearness and deliberation. 
He did this by molions of the hand 
that could not have been spasmodic- 
motions that wore carefully rehearsed 
by Taplcy in his cell early in the 
morning. 


Tapley volunteered the remarkable 


test. Dr. Cadcton Simon, an expert 
on mcnt.il diseases, assumed persona! 
direction of the task. He saw Tapley 
in his cell and arranged the signals. 


These signals were known to two 


of the condemned man's spiritual ad- 
visers—Rev. W. J. Smith and Rev. A. 
Mayo, both of Jersey City. 


Thomas Connolly, the warden of 


the prison, and the three deputies 
who formed the death watch—John 
O'Brien, Benjamin Wickham and Jnh. 
Hanlon—were taken into the secret. 
These men knew that Tapley had 
agreed to make the following sig- 
nals if life and consciousness remain- 
ed after the fall of the trap. 


Code of Signals. 


First, to raise the right forearm as 


far as the bands at the elbow would 
permit, then contract.the thumb and 
forefinger three times while .pressing 
the left hand rigidly against the left 
hip. 


If by that time the tortures of a 


slow death had not robbed him of all 
consciousness, Tapley was to reverse 
the signals, raising the left arm, con 
tracting the thumb and first linger 
and pressing the right hand motion 
less to tho. right hip. 


Tapley, dangling from the 
noose 


after the released weights had sent 
his hody hieh in the air to fall with 
a mighty jar at the end cf the rope 
writhed for an instant in convulsions 
Thon the twitching hands fell and the 
arras, bound across the back at the 
elbows, straightened out full length 


To the seven watchers in the secrel 


of the signals, there was no though' 
that a spark of consciousness remain 
cd in Taploy's body, which hung three 
feet above the 'floor under the gallows 
beam. 


True to Promise. 


But suddenly Taplcy's right 'fore- 


arm rose slowly, steadily, until tho 
hand was well in front of the hody. 
Then, with startling precision, the 
thumb and forefinger gav.e the sig- 
nal. 
Tho seven .watchers bent for- 


ward with eyes fixed upon the dang- 
ling, hooded figure. 


Three times, with terrible deliber- 


ation, Tapley's thumb and forefinger 
straightened and contracted. 


His left hand was pressed tight 


against the hip, its fingers twitching 
convulsively in evidence of the mighty 
effort put .forth by the dying man 
to hold them to their place. 


To all appearances, it was a dying 


effort. 
Even Dr. Simon, man of sci- 


ence, hail no thought of a further sig- 
nal from the tortured man.

adrift some years aso in the polar sea 
have turned up. The first was thrown 
overboard from a revenue cutter some 
S5 miles northwest of Wrangle Island, 
which is north of Behring strait. This 
barrel was afterward recovered on the 
coast of Siberia. A second barrel was 
placed on an ice floe northwest 
ot 


Point Barrow, the northernmost point 
of Alaska, in 
mid-September', 1S99. 


Almost six years later it was recov- 
ered near the northern coast of Ice- 
land. In that .time it drifted' with Uia 
floes through the Arctic ocean from 
"the Pacific to the Atlantic, a course 
that1 may have carried it within 
a 


short distance of the pole. 
Explorers 


have frequently planned to take ad- 
vantage of this ice movement in 
a 


polar expedition. Nansen did so in the 
Fram. Do Long attempted It with the 
Jeannelte. 
Two men who have been 


connected with the Ziegler expeditions 
via Franz .losef Land have since their 
return advocated sending out a new 
paaty with a stanch ship fitted to re- 
sist great ice pressure to attempt this 
voyage. 
The fact that a barrel has 


made such a journey -will doubtless be 
urged as a new reason for .attempting 
to-gain the pole by this route.
